BERLIN — West Germany said 
_ Tuesday it was willing to give East 
Germany massive financial aid in the 
style of the postwar U.S. Marshall 
Plan, but demanded political and eco- 
nomic reforms the Communists have 
so far rejected. 

East Germany’s new premier said 
the Berlin Wall must remain, to keep 
AIDS, crime and other Western 
problems out of his country. He 
promised a coalition government but 
_ did not say whether the opposition 
+ could join it. 

After a week of dramatic develop- 
ments in East European countries, 
President Mikhail S. Gorbachev of 
the Soviet Union said in Moscow: 
“They have a common direction, 
which fosters the building of a Eu- 
ropean home, for it makes the coun- 
_ tries closer, more open and creates 
new opportunities for human contact 
and an equal exchange.” 

The Liberal Democrats, an East 
German party that is allied with the 
Communists but shows signs of inde- 
pendence, said pro-democracy groups 
should be invited in “round-table” 
talks about East Germany’s future. 

The opening of East Germany’s 
borders has exposed troubling eco- 
nomic hazards for both Germanys. 
The sight of millions of East Germans 
visiting West Berlin gives a hint of 
the onslaught that could result if liv- 
ing standards fail to rise to meet the 
growing expectations of East Ger- 
mans. 

East Germany fears being further 
impoverished by West Germans us- 
ing hard-currency clout to buy up 
property or subsidized goods in an 
accessible Eastern market.

BYU students will play a great role

Fighting continues in El Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador — 
Left-wing rebels claimed control of 
portions of eight of E] Salvador’s 14 
provinces Tuesday and declared 
they would intensify efforts to seize 
the entire country. 

Government aircraft rocketed and 
strafed rebel positions on the north- 
ern and eastern perimeters of San 
Salvador, and thousands of residents 
fled the battle zones. 


At least 503: people have been 
killed and more than 1,000 wounded 
across EH] Salvador since the guerril- 
las launched their offensive Satur- 
day night, according to military, hos- 
pital and morgue reports. 

The rebels’ Farabundo Marti Na- 
tional Liberation Front (FMLN) is- 
sued a communique calling on its 
forces to “take control of the whole 
country,” but also said it was willing 
to pursue a “democratic solution.” It 
said local governments would be es- 
tablished in areas held by the rebels. 

Government officials said the re- 
bel offensive, the largest in the 10- 
year conflict, has not sparked any 
uprising among war-weary Sal- 
vadorans. 
se guerrilla leader who uses the

pseudonym Carlos Argueta said, 


“It’s anew kind of war that could lead 
to the end of the war.” He spoke with 
The Associated Press in a rebel-con- 
trolled district in the capital’s north- 
ern neighborhood of Zacamil. 

The FMLN ordered the offensive 
after announcing they would not par- 
ticipate in peace talks scheduled for 
Nov. 20-21 in Caracas, Venezuela. 
They said President Alfredo Cris- 
tiani’s rightist government was not 
negotiating seriously and blamed it 
for the Oct. 31 bombing of a union 
headquarters that killed 10 people 
and wounded 29. Two Americans 
were among the wounded. 

F MLN leaders have said they hope 
to force the government to the bar- 
gaining table or make the country 
ungovernable. 

El Salvador is under a rebel-de- 
clared traffic ban, a state of siege and 
6 p.m.-6 a.m. curfew. The army or- 
dered a 24-hour curfew on embattled 
districts in San Salvador. 

Neighborhoods isolated by the cur- 
few were running short of food, water 
and medicine. 

Col. Arturo Lopez, an armed forces 
spokesman, said the curfew was to 
protect civilians from rebel sharp- 
shooters firing from high buildings. 


“They are hiding themselves 
among the people as they always 
have,” Lopez said. 

He denied the guerrillas con- 
trolled any neighborhoods or that 
populated areas had been hit by air 
attacks. 

Xeporters visiting northern and 
eastern districts disputed that re- 
port. 

U.S.-supphed Skymaster pro- 
peller planes were seen firing rock- 
ets at residential areas in Zacamil 
and in Soyapango, an eastern suburb 
of the capital. Helicopter gunships 
strafed rebel-held positions. 

In Zacamil, where five-story 
apartment buildings rise above 
squatters’ shacks, the FMLN con- 
tingent was led by Claudio 
Rabindranath Armijo, who uses the 
war name Commander Chico. 

Hundreds, perhaps thousands, of 
residents remained in the neighbor- 
hood, aiding the guerrillas, but hun- 
dreds of others fled the community. 

“The. people are making their own 
decision,” Armijo said. 

He said rebel commanders were 
trying to persuade the people to stay 
and support them, but those who 
didn’t want to were free to leave.

WASHINGTON — Lech Walesa, weeping with joy at his 
-hero’s welcome to America, said Tuesday his native Poland 
needs massive Western investment to “make her way to the 
_, shore of freedom.” “I know that the pioneer spirit which 
» #, made this country big and free is still around,” Walesa told a 

» convention of the AF'L-CIO labor federation. “I would like 

‘you to transplant this spirit to Poland. 
“If you engage in any activity in our country, others will 
emulate your example,” Walesa said. “The world is awaiting 
your signal; it is watching you. Do not let the world and us 
wait any longer.” Walesa, weeping after a 15-minute stand- 
ing ovation that welcomed him to the convention hall, 
LECH WALESA thanked the American people and the government for prov- 
ing “to be our most steadfast allies in the trade union struggle for human 
freedom.” 

“Today, when we are threatened by recession and inflation rather than 
police repressions, we need this international solidarity no less than in the 
past.” Walesa was in Washington to accept the AFL-CIO’s George Meany 
Human Rights Award, which he won in 1981. He did not collect the award 
earlier, because he feared he would not be allowed to return to Poland, then 
because he was incarcerated and because he was engaged in the struggle that 
led to the creation of the first non-Communist government in the Soviet bloc. 


SWAPO wins Namibian elections easily 


WINDHOEK, Namibia — The black nationalist movement that fought 
South African rule for 23 years won a solid majority Tuesday in national 
elections but will have to bargain with rival parties in drafting a new constitu- 
tion. 

The leftist South-West Africa People’s Organization won 384,567 votes, or 
o7 percent of 670,830 ballots cast, according to results announced Tuesday. 

SWAPO’s leaders had predicted their movement would easily win the 
two-thirds majority that would have enabled it to single-handedly write the 
constitution. 

The Democratic Turnhalle Alliance, a multiracial coalition that favors a 
capitalist economy, finished second with 191,532 votes, or 29 percent. 

Thousands of SWAPO. supporters filled the streets of Windhoek, the capi- 
tal, waving flags, singing and honking horns throughout the day. 

‘We struggled all the years for this day,” said SWAPO President Sam 
Nujoma. 


School registration laws to be discussed 


SALT LAKE CITY — The state Board of Regents on Friday will consider 
proposed revisions to stiffen a 1986 law on registration of for-profit, or propri- 
etary, schools. 

The amendments were prompted by recent financial problems that left 
students in the lurch. The most recent case was the closure of Hollywood 
Beauty College. 

Regents will be asked to approve revisions to the 1986 Postsecondary 
Proprietary School Act in their regularly scheduled November meeting at 
Snow College in Ephraim Friday. 

In a letter to regents, higher education commissioner William Rolfe Kerr 
said the revisions could provide the framework for the regents to conduct a 
more adequate review of schools seeking to register in Utah and also allow the 
board to take action in situations where the board finds problems with exempt 
accredited schools. Currently, 33 postsecondary proprietary schools are regis- 
tered, and an additional 67 schools operate in Utah but are exempt from 
registration because they are accredited by agencies recognized by the U.S. 
Education Department. “As a general rule, these institutions provide a useful 
and credible service to the people of Utah,” Kerr said. 


Czechs may leave without exit permits 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — Premier Ladislav Adamec said Tuesday that 
Czechoslovak citizens will no longer need exit permits to travel outside the 
country, a major reform in one of the last hard-line East bloc nations. 

The announcement comes less than a week after East Germany lifted most 
travel restrictions on its citizens and opened its borders to the West, trigger- 
ing a flood of visitors to West Germany. 

In an address to the Czechoslovak Federal Assembly, Adamec said his 
government regards “tourism as the citizens’ important right to get to know 
the world, gain experience and establish personal contacts.” 

Czechoslovakia has been among the most resistant countries in the East bloc 
to the Soviet-style political reforms sweeping Poland, Hungary and now East 
Germany. 

It has crushed public dissent and jailed protesters calling for democratie¢ 
reforms. Police used truncheons and arrested scores during: pro-reforn} 
demonstrations in October. 


Pennsylvania debates abortion law 


HARRISBURG, Pa. — The Senate on Tuesday debated a bill that would 
make Pennsylvania’s abortion law the toughest in the nation, taking advan- 
tage of greater authority allowed by a recent Supreme Court decision. 

- Pro-choice forces introduced amendments in an attempt to delay the bill’s 
passage and soften its impact. 

. The legislation was expected to win approval without any changes, making 
the Legislature the first to pass restrictions on abortion following the high 
court ruling. Pro-choice lawmakers usually account for fewer than 20 votes in 
the 50-member chamber. 

Gov. Robert P. Casey, a Democrat, has said he would sign it. 

The debate came just two weeks after voters in New Jersey and Virginia 
elected governors who succeeded in winning their races partly because of their 
pro-choice positions. Both candidates made abortion a campaign issue. 

If any amendments were passed, the legislation would have to be returned 
to the House, which would have to agree to any changes. |

Orem’s city council 
argues garbage costs

Orem’s City Council discussed how 
much to charge residents for extra 
garbage cans for a new automated 
garbage collection program Tuesday. 

Orem will be starting the new pro- 
gram in December. Each residence 
will be given one 90-gallon container, 
but many Orem residents feel they 
need more than one container. 

Orem city staff estimated the cost 
for each additional container would be 
$2.28 per month. However, Coun- 
cilmember H. Keith Hunt proposed 
that the city charge $2.40 per con- 
tainer per month to allow for infla- 
tion, and the council accepted the pro- 
posal unanimously. 

Representatives from the town of 
Vineyard, which is on the west side of 
Orem, requested that Orem extend 
public safety services into Vineyard. 
This would include police, fire and 
emergency medical services. Orem 
City’s staff estimated the cost of ex- 
tending the services would be $12,368 
per year. 

“We just need help for a year or so, 
until we can stand on our own,” Vine- 
yard Town Attorney Glenn Ellis said.

A new director for the Executive 
MBA program has been appointed by 
K. Fred Skousen, dean of the Mar- 
riott School of Management. Lisa 
Lambert, who has been acting direc- 
tor for the program since April 1988, 
was officially appointed Sept. 1.

The Executive MBA program be- 
gan in 1983 and graduated its first 
class in April 1986. It is designed for 
fully-employed professionals — en- 

edorsed by their companies. The pro- 
‘gtam is.offered inmRxovo and Salt 
Lake Ci ty on alternating years, and 
this year’s class of 60 students is being 
taught in Provo, Lambert said. 

The average age of the Executive 
MBA student is 33, and most have 
had at least three to five years of ex- 
perience in a managerial position. 

The Executive MBA program is to 
be distinguished from the regular full- 
time MBA program, which is under 
direction of William C. Giauque. The 
philosophy of the Executive MBA 
program is to provide graduate man- 
agement training for experienced 
professionals while they remain fully 
employed. 

Lambert’s primary responsibilities 
are to make personal contact with the 
corporate community in Utah and see 
if the program meets the manage- 
ment development needs and to coun- 
sel students. 

Other responsibilities include de- 
veloping marketing strategy, culti- 
vating corporate sponsors, generat- 
ing international business contacts 
and managing the budget. 

The Executive MBA program pro- 
vides students with some exposure to 
the global economy by taking them on 
an international business tour at the 
end of the two years. Lambert has 
taken the program to Korea, Hong 


S i Kong and China where the students 
have been hosted by several interna- 


tional firms, including Kyungbang, 
From 249 Inc., Goldstar Inc., Tomei Industrial 

Holdings, Inc., and Swire Bottlers, 
Hong Kong.

Paramount Communications’ current attempt to raise the price of 
second-run movies is a perfect example of this inching toward the 
consumer’s pocketbook. It’s also an attempt that the BYU community 
has a vested interest in thwarting. Many college students take advan- 
tage of discount movies for cheap entertainment, or an inexpensive 
night out f or the family. Few of us can afford to go to first-run movies 

——— on a regular basis. Few of us

If Paramount’s plan is successful, it would cost $3 per person to 
attend a discount movie. And for that much we could go to the early 
show at first-run theaters. 

Paramount wants to charge theaters which show nee -run movies 
a flat rate of $1.05 for each adult admission and 75 cents for each child’s 
admission. The current charge is 35 percent of each admission — in 
other words, 35 cents per person. 

So Paramount stands to make at least a threefold increase in its 
profits for discount movies, and theaters have to raise their prices just 
to continue the present profit level. 

The motivation here is really that moviemakers just don’t make 
much money from second-runs. Most of the discount theaters make 
their profits from concessions — a three-cent box of popcorn sells for 
around $1 in many movie houses — and corporations like Paramount 
don’t get a cut. 

All hope is not lost, however. There are three things that may save 
the moviegoer from dramatie price inflation: 

1. Movies 8, the local dollar movie house, is not planning to raise 
prices; it’s planning not to buy Paramount’s films. This means con- 
sumers may have to wait for the video for some movies they want to 
see, but they can continue to see a majority of movies at a reasonable 
price. 

2. The National Association of Discount Theaters is asking legisla- 
tors to determine whether the price hike would be a violation of 
anti-trust laws. Probably it is not, since no particular moviemaker has 
a monopoly on the discount movie market, though only one 
moviemaker can release a particular movie. 

However, no matter what the legislature finds, an investigation will 
send a “we’re not pleased” message to the moviemakers. 

3. Consumers can walk into the local discount theater — like Movies 
8 — and pick up a pamphlet that can be filled out and mailed to , 
Paramount, expressing displeasure at the price hike. 

Consumers could take this one step further au boycott all 
Paramount films until the price raise is history. 

As consumers, we too often simply accept shoddy service, over- 
priced goods and cheap products. In the dollar movie houses we have 
one of the last American bargains. Let’s work to keep it, because once 
it’s gone, it’s gone.

Saturday’s BY U-Air Force football 
game presented a number of pleasant 
surprises. One was the Cougars’ dom- 
ination of play; another was the tenac- 
ity of BYU fans in speaking up. The 
referee’s misapplication of the crowd 
noise/delay of game penalty was met 
with thunderous disapproval by stu- 
dents exercising their freedom to 
speak. And rightfully so — the ref- 
eree’s judgment to penalize the team 
because of the crowd was as ineffec- 
tive as it was unfounded: But who was 
right is not the issue here; the point is 
that BY U students spoke out against 
what they felt was unfair. “Speaking 
up” is a quality BYU students often 
lack; students need to develop this 
quality to prepare for life off campus. 

Many BYU students are prone to 

accept unjust events without so much 
as a mild retort or polite question. For 
example, how.many students have 
gone to a drive-through restaurant 
and discovered half way home that 
the bag was full of mystery items? 
How many have then dismissed the 
incident as a simple mistake? Sure, 
the wrong burger and fries may not 
be a big deal, but an indifferent atti- 
tude can present serious problems in 
other situations. 

Many BYU students seem to be 
overcomplacent with the status quo. 
“Go with the flow” or “Don’t make 
waves” are the common rules for such 
conformists. However, living in an 
imperfect society requires initiative 
and occasional “wavemaking” in or- 
der to gain fair treatment, such as 
receiving a full insurance claim, hav- 
ing a product exchanged because of 
defect, or getting a professor to 
change a miscalculated grade. If you 
feel you have a legitimate complaint 
with someone, make it known. Ask if 
there might be a misunderstanding or 
communications failure. Offer to com- 
promise or listen to other viewpoints. 
If mediation does not succeed, stand 
firm and speak up for your rights. 

Speaking up does not require rude- 
ness or insults, but a ae stated

plaint. It is actually quite a simple 
process, but one too often neglected. 
If the phone company overcharges, 
eall them and let them know of the 
mistake. If the auto mechanic does 
not repair what he said he would, take 
the car back and. explain the pr oblem 
to him. Though speaking up in such a 
manner will not always stop conflicts 
or legal battles, communication will 
prove an inv aluable tool in the vesolu- 
mae of many disputes. 

A discussion of speaking up often 
includes the BY U dress and grooming 
standard. Dare the students speak 
out against it? Well, no and yes. First 
of all, students have no right to vio- 
late the honor code or condemn its 
authors in order to “force” change. 
Simply, the students did sign the code 
and are obligated to adhere. But what 
if you feel improvements could be 
made, not only to the dress and 
grooming standards, but with the 
BYU system? Often the administra- 
tion is perceived as “Y Almighty” 
an inaccessible figure that makes the 
rules and does not listen; but com- 
ments, suggestions, 
moderated) speech are openly en- 
couraged by the administration. 
However, open disregard or demon- 
stration against established rules is 
not acceptable. 

Learning to speak up will help 
BYU students face the outside world 
as capable and responsible members 
of society. So, when the referee uti- 
lizes his penalty flag unfairly, don't 
throw things, don’t threaten him — 
speak up.

This letter is in response to the “Price Hike” 
letter that. appeared in the Nov. 8 issue of The 
Daily Universe. The price for the “Ensign” 
magazine increased to $1.25 with the May 1988 
issue. We recognize that price increases are never 
welcome or understood, but certainly seem: in- 
evitable. We checked with both Deseret Book in 
University Mall and Seventy’s Mission Bookstore 
and the both sell the Ensign for $1.40 each. We did 
try to keep the price as low as possible, but sub- 
scription prices on magazines are always lower 
than in-store prices. Publishers prefer subscription 
because they can predict the size of their print runs 
more accurately with those prepaid commitments 
ealled subscriptions. Sales in stores are less pre- 
dictable, so publishers reward their subscribers 
with lower prices. (You know, like those TV ads for 
“Time” magazine that say “less than half of the 
newsstand price.”) The decision to sell for 15 cents 
less than the other stores was a sincere effort to 
help the university community, especially the stu- 
dents, but for the price-conscious shopper, a sub- 
scription is certainly the wisest choice.

To the Editor: 

As a graduate of BYU’s Army ROTC 
and with three years of active duty as an Army 
officer, I would like to make some comments about 
the articles in Nov. 6’s Daily Universe. I find it 
interesting that both articles dwelled mainly on 
what is known in the military as “drill and cere- 
mony.” While the articles were well written and 
with good intentions, I felt they were incomplete, 
as neither addressed the purpose of ROTC. I doubt 
the reporters knew and I doubt that those who 
snicker and sneer at the uniform on campus know, 
This is symptomiatic of the American public’s igno- 
rance of its military, ROTC is not a club or a 
pseudo-military organization for people who get a 
kick out of wearing a uniform on campus — it is the 
military. 

It’s how the military acquires at least 50 percent 
of its officers. Graduates of ROTC start at the same 
rank (2nd Lieutenant) as someone who graduates 
from West Point, the Air Force or Naval academy. 
If they go on to active duty they will be doing 
anything from leading an infantry platoon on bor- 
der patrol on the Korean DMZ to analyzing satel- 
lite photos of strategic locations for usable informa- 
tion. I was leader of a platoon of four anti-aircraft 
guns and its accompanying 30 soldiers and later a 
personnel officer. My brother, who graduated from 
BYU’s Air Force ROTC, is an instructor pilot 
training other lieutenants to fly the Air Force’s 
supersonic T-38. 

As you can see, ROTC is a prelude to responsible 
and challenging management, leadership and tech- 
nical positions. Saluting and marching are left- 
overs of a different era, carried forward by a pro- 
fession steeped in tradition. They occupy little of a 
military officer’s time and are only one small phase 
of the ROTC program.

Being on injured reserve in the 
NBA, is a frustrating and unfortu- 
nate place to be for a rookie, but at 
times it does have its fringe benefits. 
When a player is on injured reserve 
he is not obligated to travel with the 
team. While the Boston Celtics were 
on a road trip, Smith was able to be at
